     Synopsis of Bill 
 
Senate Joint Memorial 99 requests that the Corrections Oversight Commit-
tee (COC) take testimony from the New Mexico Association of Counties and 
the CD regarding the high cost to counties of transporting “state in-
mates”. 
 
     Significant Issues 
 
CD reports the Memorial will result in a slight increase in costs to, and 
in the administrative burden upon, department as a result of the need to 
provide testimony to the COC. 
 
FISCAL IMPLICATIONS 
 
There is no appropriation in this Memorial. CD reports the Memorial will 
result in a very minimal increase in costs to the department to provide 
testimony to the Committee.
